available there.

Veterans Day parade in more 
than a decade. 


Little Rock parade coordina- 


tor John W. Hodoway said it 
would not be a pro-Vietnam war 
parade and that persons who ob- 
jected to U.S. policy could "still 
in good conscience share in this 
observance."
